Efficiency ? Changes in one industry or another might have caused 
a temporary recession in that particular industry. 
But m all history 
there is no substantiating evidence for the popular statement that 
ef­ 
ficiency” results in sudden increase in ALL industry. 
So one might run through the entire list of foolish, partly 
true, 
half cracked and hair brained reasons and suggested cures for the 
“depression”, (since March 4, termed “panic”).

We sincerely hope the New Doctor will order a general revision of 
our price structure, which involves a new conception of price 
itself. 
There are four factors in price and not two as we commonly suppose. 
“This error” to again quote from Dr. Warren, “has been the cause of 
innumerable business failures and of much foolish legislation . The

wheat (for instance) is the ratio of the supply of wheat and demand for 
it to the supply of gold and the demand for it”. 
Keeping in mind now that 36 countries are off the gold standard, 
it is easy to visualize where and why that last factor has ceased 
to 
exist to any appreciable extent. 
For several years the now prostrated

out history, a decline in prices due to m onetary causes has always pop­ 
ularly been attributed to over production, without stopping to look a* 
the facts. 
For 75 years before the war, the production 
of 
food 
arid 
feed crops in the United States increased at the compound rate of 3.02 
per cent per year. 
From 1912 to 1929, it increased on O.fi per cent per 
year . . . the recent collapse in farm prices was not due 
to 
an 
in­ 
crease in agricultural production; on the contrary, the 
production of 
food and feed crops per capita declined 13 per cent from 1928 to 1932 . 
Efficiency ? 
Changes in one industry or another m ight have caused 
a tem porary recession in th a t particular industry. 
But in all histoi'y 
there is no substantiating evidence for the popular statem ent that ‘“ef­ 
ficiency” results in sudden increase in ALL industry. 
So one might run through the entire list of foolish, partly 
true, 
half cracked and hair brained reasons and suggested 
cures 
for 
the 
“depression”, (since March 4, term ed “ panic” ). 
We sincerely hope the New Doctor will order a general revision of 
our price structure, which involves a new conception 
of price 
itself. 
There are four factors in price and not two as we commonly suppose. 
“This erro r” to again quote from Dr. W arren, “has been the cause of 
innumerable business failures and of much foolish 
legislation”.

words, who loaned money during “ flush” years, must agree to accept 
less actual dollars for their notes, or those who should pay and can­ 
not, must be given a cheaper medium with which to pay.
